Jillian Wallace has developed from a chance seedling presum- 
ably between the rare speciosum “’Gilray’’ and the rarer still auratum 
‘Crimson Queen’’, in the Australian garden of Mr. Roy M. Wallace, 
who named it after his daughter. The fully opend blooms are eight 
inches across. The five to six foot stems, when established, bear up 
to seven, beautifully held, almost flat opening flowers. Our picture 
on the front cover but poorly portrays its real beauty and black and 
white pictures are miserably inadequate. The color is an intense 
carmine-red with glistening white margins and intensely deep crim- 
son spots. Once you see this lily, you’ll never be satisfied until it’s 
growing in your garden. 


Mid-August flowering. Plant full sun or part shade, the latter preferred as the blooms last 
longer. Planting depth, cover with 5 inches of soil. Because we feel every bulb is precious, 
we include one of our wire planting baskets with each bulb to protect from moles, gophers 
or field mice and from damage with hoe or cultivator. As the supply is somewhat limited 
this year, please, no orders for more than three bulbs to one customer.

The Gold Randed Lily 


This is probably the best loved of al! lilies, gorgeously beautfiul, 
the “‘ne plus ultra’’ of the lily world. Flowering this lily, making 
it happy in their garden, is the apex of ambition with thousands of 
home gardeners. And now that American grown, acclimated bulbs 
are readily available, there is no excuse for the millions of failures 
you've suffered with imported bulbs. 


The secret of success with this wonderful lily is planting healthy 
bulbs and getting them in the ground at their naturally dormant 
time in the late fall. In the past not only have all too many of the 
imported bulbs been diseased, but they arrive in this country too 
late for fall planting and, held over in storage, they are so dried out 
by spring, that their chances of survival are very small. 


The Auratum is a very large, bowl-shaped lily, waxy-white, spotted 
crimson, each segment striped with a gold band. Sturdy three to 
eight foot stems carry up to thirty huge blooms when well estab- 
lished, and their fragrance is delightful. By planting the different 
varieties, blooming extends from late July into September and in 
mild sections, even later. They enjoy full sun except in warm sec- 
tions, though blooms last longer in partial shade. A moist soil, 
plenty of humus and good drainage is best. 


NOTE—PERFECT DRAINAGE and AMPLE HUMUS are absolutely 
essential to success with Auratums. 


AURATUM-130-This is the regular or ‘‘type’’ Auratum beloved by 
all flower lovers. The blooms are very large to huge, open bowl- 
shaped, waxy-white, spotted crimson and each segment striped with 
a gold band. All in all, it’s an exquisite lily, easily the crowning 
glory of any garden. Pictures but poorly portray its perfection. 
Height 4 to 7 feet. PD, planting depth, 5 in. Every bulb Oregon 
Grown, fresh dug. August flowering.

AURATUM Platyphyllum—139-—Unquestionably the finest of all Au- 
ratums, a massive form, hardier, healthy and long lived. Mr. Kline 
has specialized on this for many years and the stock is exceptionally 
fine. Blooms are huge, often a foot and more in diameter. Its leaves 
are more numerous and broader. Upper petals, frequently somewhat 
pendant, give the blooms a delightful hooded look. Platyphyllum 
is not quite as spotted as the type. All in all it is outstanding. If you 
buy but one Auratum, this should be earnestly considered. Like the 
rest, it prefers partial shade, ample humus and good drainage.

Tri-Color is just this, it is similar to the 
famous Platyphyllum, has the gold band but instead of crimson, the 
spots are light yellow. It is strikingly beautiful but very scarce and 
rare.

By planting early, midseason and late forms the 
show is almost continuous.

PARTIAL SHADE 


Maybe you wonder just what we mean by partial shade. It 
may be the shade of tall trees or the shade of a building but it 
should protect the plants from the sun during the heat of the 
day, say from ten AM until three PM. Early morning sun or 
late afternoon is OK. 


AURATUM Late Form—131-Except for season of bloom, this is the 
same as No. 130, Aurtum Type. However it opens flowers as the 
others are through. In sections where mild weather lasts till late in 
the fall, it keeps flowering well into late September and sometimes 
into October. You'll welcome them for late bloom. Culture same 
as for Type.

AURATUM Praecox—137—These were developed from chance seed- 
lings found in the wilds. They start flowering about ten days ahead 
of the Type and lengthen the season of these gorgeous flowers.

Ideal and long lasting as cut 
flowers. They are a magnificent lot, airy and graceful, almost orchid- 
like in effect. The tall, slender, straight stems carry 20 to 30 blooms 
per stalk.

Too, it 
has proven hardy in northern New York state 
and eastern Massachusetts. In light wood- 
land with properly prepared soil (see below) 
it should be perfectly at home. A little extra 
effort is more than repaid when they bloom. 


This lily grows very differently from most 
kinds. From seed, the bulbs require six or 
seven years to flower and after blooming the 
old bulb dies and leaves numerous offshoots, 
most of which will flower in three years. We 
suggest you plant this variety in all sizes 
oftered and within a year you should have it 
well established and enjoy its magnificent 
bloom every year. The giant size bulbs, as 
large as a small grapefruit, generally bloom 
the first year. Sometimes they sort of ‘’sulk’’ 
a year while establishing themselves. 


The large size generally flowers the second 
year, sometimes, not until the third. But 
from then on you should have practically 
continuous bloom each year by resetting the 
offshoots left by the bulb after flowering. 


Success with this magnificent and most in- 
teresting lily demands a suitable location in 
partial shade where hot sunshine can not 
reach it. Too, the soil must be very well 
filled with humus, ‘’frothy’’, is probably the 
word that best describes the condition needed. 


The bulbs are planted with but an inch of 
soil over the top and they must never want 
for moisture. Good drainage is an absolute 
“must’’. In cold sections give them a mulch 
of evergreen boughs and some peat moss. DO 


NOT mulch with leaves or any material which ~ 


will hold moisture and decay or smother the 
bulb. These bulbs are quite different from 
most lily bulbs. If you could cut them open 
in the fall you would find large leaves surpris- 
ingly well developed, lying dormant awaiting 
the call of spring. This bulb needs to sort of 
“breath’’ during the winter and the evergreen 
mulch allows air to reach them even if cov- 
ered with snow. 


We offer this lily in three sizes, jumbo, large 
and medium. The huge giant bulbs do not 
survive after flowering but each one leaves 
a dozen or more offsets which may be ex- 
pected to bloom the third year. These offsets 
should not be disturbed for one year after the 
big bulbs flower, then may be reset. All in all 
it is a most fascinating variety, not only for 
its spectacular blooms and giant size but for 
its peculiar life habits. Established groups 
are indeed gorgeous.

Protect Your Lilies 
with Wire Baskets 


During the past three years our customers 
have learned that planting their precious 
lily bulbs in wire baskets pays not only in 
protecting them from such pests as moles, 
gophers, ground squirrels and their follow- 
ers, the field mice, but possibly, more im- 
portant, the baskets prevent hurting the 
bulbs with the cultivator. The cost of the 
baskets is far more than offset by the 
losses they eliminate. The baskets are 
made of heavily galvanized half-inch poul- 
try mesh, imported from Europe as this 
wire is not made in this country. We have 
them made by physically handicapped 
people. 
After many experiments we have found that a basket 81/2 inches 
deep, 6 inches across the top and 41% inches across the bottom is 
the most practical size and all are made this size. For extra large 
super-jumbo bulbs, special baskets have to be made. Roots spread 
freely through the baskets but burrowing rodents can not get at the 
bulbs nor is there any danger of injuring them with the hoe. No 
small percentage of bulb losses result from cutting them during 
cultivating either before they are up in the spring or after their 
foliage dies down late in the season. Bulbs may be planted right 
in the baskets and then be carried out and set in prepared spots. 
Baskets should be set with the top of the wire just at the surface 
of the soil.

Planting and Care of Your Fine Lilies 


Succeeding with lilies depends in no small measure upon the soil 
conditions and exposure. Soil must be loose and friable. This is 
very easy to provide by adding peat moss or compost. The latter 
must be thoroughly composted. Anima! manures are not to be rec- 
ommended unless they are four or five years old and thoroughly 
rotted. The simplest way to condition your soil is by adding peat 
moss, half soil and half peat, thoroughly mixed. Use the horticul- 
tural grade, not the granulated peat. This mixture should be pro- 
vided to a depth of fifteen to eighteen inches. 


Most lilies prefer protection from 
hot mid-day and afternoon sun, 
that is, partial shade. This is 
very important in warm sections 
where the sun is really hot. 
Neither the partial shade nor the 
soil conditioning is at all diffi- 
cult but if neglected, your 
chances of success are less. Com- 
panion planting is one of the best 
methods of solving this problem. 
The sketch gives you some idea 
of how this may be done. Shade 
from surrounding plants helps to _ - 
keep the soil cool and checks ~ 
surface loss of moisture. Com- 
panion plants also protect early 
starting lilies from frost injury.

Good drainage is vital as lilies will not tolerate wet, soggy soil. 
Ample peat in the soil, not only aids drainage but at the same time 
holds a portion of the moisture vital to all lilies. Peat also aerates the 
soil encouraging root growth and bacterial action so helpful to 
plant growth. 


Soil for lilies frequently lacks fertility. This may be in a large 
measure overcome by adding bone meal to that portion of the soil 
below the level of the bulb. Keep bone meal from actual contact 
with the bulbs. Use bone meal, Y3 cup to two square feet, a quart 
to 25 square feet. See page 21 for information on our lily feeding 
program. Don’t overfeed your lilies. To do so is inviting trouble. 
Over stimulation produces sick lilies. 


In planting lilies dig a hole 15 to 18 inches 
deep. Be sure drainage is good. Mix the 
bone meal into the soil below the depth at 
which the bulb is to be planted, pack this 
soil well. Add an inch layer of sharp sand 
for the bulb to rest upon. Cover the bulb 
with soil and sand containing no fertilizer, 
pack around bulb firmly, then fill balance of 
hole with a mixture of soil, peat moss and 
sand to which a portion of bone meal has been 
added. Pack firmly.

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Every bulb we send out is carefully labeled with variety name, ex- 
posure most suitable (full sun or partial shade) and the proper 
depth to plant (PD). Catalog descriptions also give this information 
as well as heights and flowering season. This data should aid you 
in properly locating and planting your lilies. 


Your soil should be prepared BEFORE the bulbs come 
to save time and permit planting as soon as they ar- 
rive. If you follow the directions on this page in pre- 
paring the soil, it will take but a few moments to plant. Well prepared 
soil can be worked even if it is wet. Ample peat and sand in the 
soil prevent it becoming water logged. 


Preparing 
to Plant 


Some of the early maturing lilies such as Candidum, 
Hansoni and a few others are shipped in late August 
and early September but the great majority of lilies 
mature later and are shipped in October with the Auratums delivered 
in November. We ship as they mature and most orders are sent in 
two or more lots. This is far more costly than sending all in one 
package but we know it gets the bulbs to you in better condition 
and most of them can be planted sooner.

If winter comes early in your section, prepare the 
ground early, mulch very deep to prevent it freezing 
and you can plant the late arrivals O.K. When they 
arrive, the mulch can be removed and the bulbs planted. If they 
freeze up solid right after planting no harm results.

Should it be impossible to plant at once when the bulbs 
arrive, leave them unopened in the cellophane bags 
and keep in a cool place, not freezing. Planting at once 
is best but they will keep a reasonable time if not exposed to the 
air or allowed to dry out. If they can not be planted for several 
months it is best to pot them in large containers in soil that is 
just very slightly damp (not bone dry) and store them where they 
will be at a temperature just above freezing, 33° or 34° is best 
This usually results in root growth but no top growth, a desirable 
condition. When these bulbs are then planted outside, be sure the 
planting depth (soil over top of the bulb) is correct. Right planting 
depth is important. 


Where winter conditions permit, lilies may be planted 
any time during the winter if the bulbs are available. 
A great many varieties are sold out early but we gen- 
erally have a fair selection until February and if conditions are normal 
we can dig special orders that late. This does not apply io all va- 
rieties as some make growth too early to dig.

Once your bulbs are planted, leave them alone. Lily 
bulbs do not need to be taken up in the fall like Glads. 
They are perfectly hardy under normal conditions. Deep 
freezing without a covering of snow may heave them and if this 
threatens, a light mulch of coarse material is advisable. The actual 
freezing of the bulb while in the soil is not harmful except to those 
varieties definitely listed as tender. The first winter after planting, 
all beds should be mulched as the bulbs have not established roots.

PARDALINUM Giganteum—596-This gorgeous giant of a lily has 
been sold under such names as Western Giant, Red Giant, Western 
Sunset, Chinook Lily and Sunset Lily. We have always used the lat- 
ter but under any name it is a most desirable acquisition to the gar- 
den. No one knows for sure what was its origin but it is thought 
to be a natural cross of Pardalinum and Humboldtii.

If you’ve not tried this new spray (we intro- 
duced it in ‘46) for the control of this bother- 
some lily disease you should obtain a supply 
at once. Botrytis or Blight destroys the lower 
leaves of lilies and sometimes entire stems 
during humid weather.

Repeated tests have 
proven that plantings affected one season 
may be entirely healthy the next but loss of 
the foliage may weaken the bulb and threaten 
its survival. So be prepared to promptly 
combat botrytis when it first puts in its ap- 
pearance. This spray is preventative rather 
than curative.

GOLDEN HARVEST Hybrids—367-—These are Sulphureum-Henryi 
hybrids similar to the famous T. A. Havemeyer. Their blooms are 
large, six to seven inches in diameter and are beautifully held on 
strong, stiff stems five to seven feet tall. Colors vary from ivory and 
deep buff through many shades of yellow and apricot. Mr. Kline 
has been working with these for more than a d2cade and a half, 
selecting and re-selecting, back-crossing and re-selecting only the 
outstanding specimens as seed parents.

PAINTED LADY Hybrids—592-Poised almost like butterflies, these 
Painted Lady Hybrids make never to be forgotten pictures in the 
hardy border.
